Iniriol and unofficial census results for this area 
spotlight Granite City as the fastest growing city in 
Madison county, and Madiion county as one of the 
fastest growing counties in the slate. 

The heavily-populated two-county Illinois Met¬ 
ropolitan Area has grown by 98,981 persons In ten 
years and is rapidly opprooching the half-million mark, 
with 467,283 listed in the unofficial count. Madison 
county has gained 41,127 to 223,434, and St. Clair 
county has increased 57,854 to 253,849.

|Most Widespread Chronic Disease 

Suppose scientists were to find o simple, safe, 
cheap method of curbing man’s most widespread 
chronic diseose. Hew would Americans respond to this 
discovery? Would they rush to put it to use all over 
the country? 

No, they wouldn't, jl oppears. The scientists ore 
convinced that such a marvelous discovery already 
has been mode. It has received the unqualified en¬ 
dorsement of the American Medical Association, the 
American Dental Association, World Health Organi¬ 
zation ond many other scientific groups. Since 1951, 
the U. S. Public Health Service hos urged that it be 
put into use. 

Yet, today, well over half of the people of this 
country ore not benefiting from the medical advance. 
The health boon thot to great extent Is going beg¬ 
ging is fluoridation of public water supplies. 

Scientists usually avoid saying that anything has 
been ’’proved conclusively,” for they lean over back¬ 
ward to avoid error and to give minority viewpoints 
the benefit of the doubt os long os any possible 
doubt remoins. But this is the phrase thot is now used 
by the Public Health Service — proved conclusively 
— in summing up the results of a quarter century of 
intensive research on water fluoridation. The re¬ 
search shows thot the program safely and consist¬ 
ently reduces dentol decay by over 50*4. 

Dental decay is not a terrifying disease, like 
some ailments. But If is by far the most prevalent of 
man's chronic ailments; it afflicts almost everyone. And 
its ill effects con have major consequences, particu¬ 
larly among the oged. Decoy costs Americons over 
$1,700,000,000 a year in dental bills, and even with 
this expenditure only about half of the cases are
